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FOREWORD 


This  is  the  fourth  of  a series  of  reports,  relating  to  the  finances  of  the  City  and 
County  of  Denver,  to  be  issued  by  the  Colorado  Taxpayers  Protective  League  in 
accordance  with  the  arrangement  with  the  City  Council  and  the  A.uditor,  whereby 
the  League  agreed  to  operate  a system  of  accounting  for  the  period  of  six  months,  so 
that  the  City  Commissioners  and  the  Auditor  might  see  the  practical  results  to  be 
obtained  therefrom,  with  a view  to  adopting  the  system  on  January  1,  1916.
